G. A. B. 'Encampment. 


Tbe work ot tbe Nttioail G. A. B. En- 


campment at Detroit WM oonolnded yes- 
terday. Gov.Oglesby, of Itinois.reporwd 
satisfactory progress tor thV Committee 
on Memorial Hall at Deoatnr. Reports 
of Committees on Adjutant General's 
and other officers' reports wore approved. 
Past Commander-in-chief;; Burdett, of 
Washington, presented report* on a 
TSristyof sabjecte, depreoating in par- 
ticolar the notion of members in endeav- 
oring to eeonre* the influence ot the or- 
ganization toward any interference in 
matters belonging to the various depart- 
ments of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic.
